LAND VALUE 
SURTAX BILL 
INTRODUCED 


Bouse Sets Far-Reaching 


Bill Framed by Prof. 
J. R. Commons and 


Experts 


A far-reaching measure patterned 


after the Ealston-Nolan bill in com 
gress, known as the land value sur 
tax bill, has been introduced iritc 
the lower house of the legislature by 
Assemblyman Carl M. 
Grimstad 


Mt Horeb. The bill has been draft- 
ed by Prof. John R. Commons, Uiii 
versity of Wisconsin, and by a staf 
of agricultural experts and leading 
farmers. 
All land values of less 


than $10,000 as well as improve 
mcnts, trainer and fertility are ex 
cmpt. Values in excess of $10,000 
pay a graduated tax of from one 
half to one per cent-upwards. Sue! 
a bill would probably produce mttch 
revenue. 


The bill is entitled as a measure 


"to provide a surtax on the right to 
the use and enjoyment of land values 
in excess of $10,000, and in excess 
of the value of improvements, pre- 
paration costs, standing timber and 
fertility." It is intended to obtain 
an increased revenue without addi- 
tional taxes upon industry,'-agricul- 
ture, forestry. 
income, • persona 


property or improvements- of -any 
kind, or upon labor of capital in BO 
far as used to develop or conserve 
the natural resources of the.state. 


According to Prof. Commons, this 


bill does not touch the existing sys- 
tem of taxation either on real es- 
tate, personal property, incomes 
railroads or public utilities. It is 
simply a surtax on the use and en- 
joyment of the excess values above 
$10,000 of land, and an exemption 
of the value -of improvements, cost 
of clearing land, forests and fer- 
tility from that surtax. It does riot 
exempt any property whatever from 
the existing taxes or surtaxes on 
property or incomes. 


Prof. Commons said that the bill 


was based on the 
principle that 


property may be classified for taxa- 
tion purposes, 
and a 
reasonable 


graded tax may be imposed on a 
class of property in so far as it in 
be shown to be suitable for such a 
tax, and the tax itself is not exces- 
sive. 
While there may be doubt, 


•under Wisconsin decisions, whether 
this classification is permissible un- 
der the cniformity clause of the con- 
stitution, yet there is a new feature 
which has never been passed upon, 
growing out- of the public purpose 
involved in this bill. 
This public 


purpose requires a classification of 
property based on the following le- 
gal'and economic principles: 


First,.that^whHe individuals may 


have a natural right to the owner- 
ship of the products of their own 
labor and savings for their own. use 
and enjoyment, yet the market value 
of those products and of lands not 
produced by labor arises from con- 
ventional rights, granted by gov- 
ernment to buy and sell products 
and lands; and may therefore 
be 


regulated and taxes within the con- 
stitutional limits prescribed by due 
process of law. 


Second, that these 
conventional 


rights result in large market values 
of privileged positions which ena 
ble the owners to bear a graduated 
tax that would . be oppressive to 
small .property owners. This prin- 
ciple is recognized in the income and 
inheritance taxes. 


Third, that such a graduated tax 


should not be imposed in such 
a 


way as to discourage improvements, 
improved cultivation and conserva- 
tion of the soil, or the conservation 
of timber in forests. 


Fourth, that the excess values of 


land as defined in the bill are not 
the product of .labor nor of increase 
of savings, nor of conservation of 
the state's resources; but are market 
privileges to obtain 'surplus income 
from the labor and enterprise of; the 
people of the state, allowed to own- 
ers over and above the amount of 
real wealth that they or their pre- 
decessors have added to the wealth 
of the state; and that this surplus 
income is capitalized in the value of 
the land, so that a t«x on the value 
of the privilege is ft tax on tha sur- 
plus income. 


Fifth, that it is * disadvantage 


:o the state that large holders of

Ever since the progressive movement was started in this 


Btate, Lou Gettle has been in the thick of the fight in the con- 
test between privilege on one side and the people on the other. 
He has been no "fair weather" progressive. He has stood every 
"acid test" that has been placed before him. 


Unlike so many alleged progressives who took the easy way 


and withered and retreated when dark days came, Mr. Gettle 
never faltered. Whenever a call has been made to enlist the 
forces fighting for democracy in this state Gettle has always 
been among the first to respond. 


Gettle's record of the past ought to be assurance for the 


people of the state that he will not, like so many others, "soften" 
and "mellow" when he takes his place on the commission. No

MERICAN oil interests are alarmed by the rapid growth of

On March 1 a large body of Mexican business men entered 


1 he United States bent upon a tour of this country. The Ameri- 
can oil interests got busy at once, through their two subsidiary 
bodies, the Association For The Protection of American Rights 
in Mexico, and the American Association of Mexico. To all the 
chambers of commerce in cities to be visited by the Mexicans 
letters were sent in which the visitors were described as a band 
of low political intriguers with whom the Americans should re- 
fuse to associate. 


^These letters had an effect not anticipated by the interwn- 


1 i'-mists. The Oaklanj Chamber of Commerce immediately can- 
celled its connection with the American Association of Mexico 
to show how deeply it resented the Interventionist propaganda. 
Commerce chambers in several other cities are said-to have ex- 
pressed their disgust in letters to the oil bodies. 


An open clash came between the oil interests and the St. 


Louis Chamber of Commerce, which was planning an excursion 
into Mexico in April, as a result of the poisonous letter received 
from the American Association of Mexico. In the St. Louis 
newspapers President Carter, of the local chamber, says: 


'In making plans for this Mexican trip the Chamber of
